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Mid-decade Census Data Shows 
Racial Diversity in Greenbelt 


According to mid-decade es- 
timates provided by the U. S. 
Census Bureau, the population of 
Greenbelt is significantly more 
racially diverse than that of the 
nation as a whole. At the same 
time the Hispanic or Latino popu- 
lation is less than for the nation 
as a whole. Compared to the 
nation, fewer Greenbelters are 
married, more are female, more 
are better educated and earn better 
incomes, more are employed and 
their houses are worth more. 

This information is gained from 
the results of the mid-decade cen- 
sus estimates for mid-size cities 
and counties with populations be- 
tween 20,000 and 65,000 released 
by the Census Bureau for the first 
time. The information is based 
on sampling information obtained 
over a three-year period, 2005 
through 2007. These estimates, 
known as the American Com- 
munity Survey (ACS), have fairly 
high margins of error. 

Greenbelt Councilmember Leta 
Mach brought this information 
to the attention of city staff and 
council. It is available on the 
census bureau fact finder website 
(www.factfinder.census.gov). 

With a population estimated 
at 21,425, the City of Greenbelt 
is included in the ACS. (The 
Census Bureau notes, however, 
that this is not the official city 
population estimate, which is pro- 
duced by another census program,

Population Estimates Program.) 
The ACS estimate reflects a slight 
growth over the 2000 census pop- 
ulation of 20,716. 

Data provided by the ACS 
breaks down that population by 
race, age and sex. It also provides 
estimates concerning economic, 
social and housing characteristics. 
The following is a summary of 
some of the data provided by the 
ACS. 

Sex and Age 

There are more women than 
men in Greenbelt, 54 percent to 
46 percent. Nationally the dif- 
ference is less than | percent in 
favor of women. 

Persons under age 20 comprise 
23 percent of the population. Of 
that group there are somewhat 
greater numbers of preschoolers 
(0-4) and highschoolers (15-19) 
than elementary and middle school 
age students. 

Seniors age 65 and older com- 
prise 9 percent of the population 
as compared to 12.5 percent for 
the nation. The median age for 
Greenbelters is 35 years, for the 
nation 36. 

Race 

A little over 3 percent of 
Greenbelters claim to be of two or 
more races with the most common 
mixes being White with Asian, 
White with African American and 
African American with Native 
American. Nationally the figure 
is 2 percent. 


The remaining 97 percent of 
one-race people are divided as 
follows: White, 38 percent; Af- 
rican American, 48 percent; Na- 
tive American, 1 percent; Asian, 
10 percent and Native Hawaiian 
or Pacific Islander, 0 percent. 
Among Asians, 48 percent are 
Indian, 22 percent are Chinese, 
11 percent are Korean, 8 percent 
are Filipino and 7 percent are 
Vietnamese. The national one- 
race figures are White, 74 percent; 
African American, 12 percent; 
Asian, 4 percent and some other 
race 6 percent. 

Hispanics or Latinos are cat- 
egorized separately and can be of 
any race. The ACS estimates the 
Greenbelt Hispanic population as 
under 1,000 and comprising 4.5 
percent of the total population. 
Nationally Hispanics comprise 15 
percent of the population. 

Social Characteristics 

The average Greenbelt house- 
hold size is 2.25. For the U.S. 
it is 2.6. The average Greenbelt 
family size is 3.02 as compared to 
3.19 for the U.S. 

Of the estimated 13,990 over 
age 25, 96 percent are high school 
graduates and 45 percent have ob- 
tained bachelor degrees or higher. 
This compares very well with 
U.S. demographics of 84 percent 
and 27 percent respectively. 

Nine percent of Greenbelt’s

Greenbelter Is Severely Beaten 
In Local Church Parking Lot 


Greenbelters were shocked to 
read the lead story in Friday’s 
Washington Post Metro section 
that local resident and former 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. leader 
Wayne Williams had been as- 
saulted and robbed on Christmas 
Eve at about 11:15 p.m. outside 
Holy Redeemer Catholic Church 
in College Park. Williams had 
just dropped off his wife, Ginny, 
for choir practice and returned to 
the church parking lot where he 
was attacked, severely beaten in 
the face with a baseball bat and 
robbed of his wallet. Williams 
was able to call 911 to seek help 
before reaching the front steps 
of the adjacent school. There a 
mother and daughter on their way 
to midnight Mass found him. 

Williams was transported by 
ambulance to the Washington 
Hospital Center where his condi- 
tion was initially described as 
critical. He was primarily injured 
in the lower part of his face with 
broken nose, cheekbone and up- 
per jaw. Luckily his skull was 
not injured. He had repair sur- 
gery on Saturday, December 27. 

Williams has been an active 
member of the Greenbelt com- 


munity and the housing coopera- 
tive for many years. In 1988 he 
was elected GHI president and 
served until 1992. He served in 
other capacities between 1977 
and 1995. He is also the unof- 
ficial historian for the Labor Day 
Festival. 
Police 

Prince George’s County Police 
have made an all-out effort to 
find the attacker. Fliers soliciting 
information concerning the rob- 
bery and suspects were handed 
out to church parishioners fol- 
lowing Christmas services. The 
neighborhood was canvassed. A 
departmental press release im- 
plored anyone with information 
to come forward. 

Police describe the suspect 
as possibly a black or Hispanic 
male approximately 20 years 
of age, 190 pounds, wearing a 
black sweater and armed with a 
baseball bat. 

Anyone with information about 
this case 1s asked by the police to 
call the Prince George’s County 
Police Department’s District I 
Investigative Section at 301-699- 
2601.

A cash reward of up to

Election Procedures 

On February 28 Deborah A. Jeon, legal director for the 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) wrote the city 
about ACLU and NAACP concerns over Greenbelt’s election 
procedures and to offer to collaborate on electoral reform to 
make the system “fairer and more inclusive.” The letter said 
the city’s at-large election system ran afoul of the federal 
Voting Rights Act. A plan illustrating how the city might be 
divided into five districts accompanied the letter. 

The city did not publicly acknowledge receipt of the 
letter until late March following closed-door sessions with 
legal counsel. Subsequently, an organization called Fair- 
Vote, which advocates alternative voting methodologies, also 
joined. The three groups agreed to participate in a June 30 
public meeting council worksession. 

Greenbelt residents filled the council chambers on June 
30 at what became the first of three meetings. About 50 
residents spoke, some more than once. 

After the third meeting Mayor Judith Davis announced 
staff would evaluate and research materials and that council 
would come up with a proposed public position for citizen 
comment at future meetings and make reports of activities 
on a monthly basis. 


Springhill Lake Sold 

Empire American Holdings, LLC of Montvale, N.J., 
bought the 2,900-unit complex of Springhill Lake from 
AIMCO, renaming it Empirian Village. A three-year reno- 
vation plan includes upgrading the infrastructure. Empire 
American, one of America’s largest privately-owned multi- 
family property owners, has nearly 40,000 residential units 
in 17 states. Due to owner cancellations, council has yet to 
meet with Empire American to discuss project problems. 


Farmer’s Market 

The seeds of a farmer’s market in Greenbelt were sown 
long before those of the produce that would be sold there. 
In February the Greenbelt Community Foundation contrib- 
uted funds toward establishment of the market, the market’s 
board of directors applied for nonprofit status with the IRS 
and the city council agreed to support the market in various 
ways for the first season. The market, running from early 
June to the end of October, was such a success that the 
board considers extending its run with an earlier May open- 
ing. Customers averaged 850 each week. Council and 
staff were comfortable with renewing the market’s permit 
for next year. 


Intercounty Connector 

The year 2007 closed with the news that Judge Alexander 
Williams agreed with the Maryland Department of Trans- 
portation that the Intercounty Connector (ICC), an 18-plus 
mile toll highway linking the I-270 corridor in Montgomery 
County with the I-95 corridor at Laurel in Prince George’s 
County, should be approved. Nevertheless, opposition to 
the project continued. Early in January 2008 Environmental 
Defense, the Naturalist Audubon Society and the Sierra Club 
filed an appeal of the Williams decision with the US District 
Court in Richmond, Va. Legislation introduced in the Mary- 
land General Assembly would “defund” the $3 billion dollar 
highway as local groups, environmental organizations and 
public officials, including the City of Greenbelt, continued 
to oppose the costly project. 

This effort was not successful. Midway through 2008 
and continuing to the present, as the national fiscal crisis 
and its impact on state and local budgets became evident, 
opponents continued their campaign to defund the ICC. 


Kenilworth Avenue 
Earlier plans for extending Md. Route 201 from Cher- 
rywood Lane in Greenbelt northward to meet up with the 
proposed Intercounty Connector (ICC) came back to life 
during 2008. The Maryland State Highway Administration 
(SHA) held workshops on six proposed alternatives for the 
US Route 1/ MD route 201 Corridor Study. The Greenbelt

150th Dino Anniversary 
At Montpelier Jan. 10 


On Saturday, January 10 the 
grounds of Montpelier Mansion 
will be the site for a celebration 
of the 150th anniversary of the 
discovery of Astrodon Johnstoni, 
a sauropod that is the official State 
Dinosaur of Maryland. 

In November 1858 two teeth 
of the dinosaur were discovered 
by Philip Tyson, state agricultural 
chemist, at an open-pit iron mine 
near Muirkirk in Prince George’s 
County. He turned the teeth over 
to Dr. Christopher Johnston, a 
local physician and dentist, who 
described the tooth in the American 
Journal of Dental Science in 1859 
and named it Astrodon, meaning 
“star tooth,” a name describing 
the appearance of dentine in cross 
section. 

In 1865 pioneer of American 
paleontology Dr. Joseph Leidy 
formally described the new species 
and named it Astrodon Johnstoni, 
in recognition of Dr. Johnston’s 
contribution. It was the first sauro- 
pod dinosaur described from North 
America. 

All are invited to the anniver- 
sary event January 10 at 10 a.m. at 
the Montpelier Arts Center. There 
will be talks by scientists and ac- 
tivities for young children, dinosaur 
fossils and other exhibits that will 
be displayed through January. 

Admission is free though res- 
ervations are suggested. For res- 
ervations call 301-377-7817 (TTY 
301-454-1472). Montpelier Man- 
sion, a National Historic Landmark 
operated by the Prince George’s 
County Department of Parks and 
Recreation, is at 9650 Muirkirk 
Road in Laurel.

City Is Tops in Seatbelt Use 


On November 19 at a Paceset- 
ter awards ceremony at the BWI 
Marriott, Greenbelt’s police, resi- 
dents and several groups received 
recognition for sustained high 
seatbelt use.

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Council Presents 2009 Programs 
For State, County Legislation 


The Greenbelt City Council 
presented its proposed 2009 Leg- 
islative Program to the senator 
and delegates in the Maryland 
General Assembly and the county 
councilmember representing the 
city at a December 15 dinner 
meeting. Top state issues were 
providing municipalities with 
site plan authority, funding up- 
grades to municipal police radio 
systems, funding for dredging 
Greenbelt Lake and encouraging 
or requiring gas stations to offer 
alternative fuels. County issues 
were funding and approval for 
the construction of Greenbelt 
Middle School, re-establishing 
the county landlord-tenant com- 
mission, increasing M-NCPPC 
funding of Greenbelt recreational 
programming and funding of a 
new Greenbelt fire station. 

Site Planning 

In 2005 the state legislature 
enacted legislation to enable the 
county to delegate additional 
planning and zoning authority 
to municipalities. However, the 
county council has failed to del- 
egate such authority to its mu- 
nicipalities. City Council has 
now asked its state legislators to 
secure passage of a bill, MC/PG 
108-09 which will require the 
county to delegate to municipali- 
ties detailed site plan approval: 
certification, revocation and re- 
vision of non-conforming uses; 
minor changes to approved spe- 
cial exceptions and vacation of 
municipal rights-of-way. 

Radio Upgrades 

Prince George’s County is 
upgrading its public safety com- 
munications system to a state- 
of-the-art 700 MHz system. The 
new system will allow interoper- 
ability with other police and pub- 
lic safety agencies. For county 
municipalities to utilize this new 
system, they must replace all 
mobile radios, portable radios and 
dispatch communications equip- 
ment. For Greenbelt alone the 
preliminary cost estimate is $500- 
750,000. The city hopes that it 
can receive state funding through 
the Governor’s Office of Crime 
Control and Prevention or another 
appropriate state agency. 

Lake Dredging 

The forebay, peninsula and 
cove areas of Greenbelt Lake in 
Buddy Attick Park require dredg- 
ing due to sediment accumulation. 
Due to environmental regula- 
tions, dredging has now become 
a very complicated and costly 
process. The city has funded the 
preparation of a dredging plan, 
now underway. The estimated 
cost is between $500,000 and 
$1,000,000. 

Besides being a recreational 
amenity, the lake also performs a 
valuable storm water management 
function, capturing sediment from 
a 500-acre drainage area. How- 
ever, the staff of the Maryland 
Department of the Environment 
has advised that these types of 
maintenance projects are not eli- 
gible for grant funding. 

Gas Stations 

Council believes that increased 
use of alternative fuels will not 
occur until such fuel becomes 
more widely available. A state 
program is needed to either man- 
date or encourage gas stations to 
offer alternative fuels. 

Middle School 

Greenbelt Middle School is

the oldest middle school in the 
county, originally built in 1938. 
A new or renovated school has 
been on the county’s Capital Im- 
provement Program since 1988. 
Current plans are to build a new 
135,000 square foot building on 
the existing site at another loca- 
tion and to then renovate the 
historic portion of the current 
building and demolish the re- 
mainder. The county has request- 
ed $20 million in state funding 
for fiscal year 2010 but the first 
round of recommendations by the 
state’s Interagency Committee on 
School Construction is for only 
$6.350,000. 
Landlord-Tenant 

The county abolished this 
commission years ago and there 
is no agency now charged with 
resolving disputes between land- 
lords and tenants. More than 
half (54%) of city housing units 
are renter occupied. and there are 
many other large concentrations 
of rental units within the county. 
The Prince George’s County Mu- 
nicipal Association also supports 
re-establishing this commission. 

M-NCPPC Funding 

There is a county-wide tax 
for recreation programming and 
facilities. However, Greenbelt’s 
programs and many of its facili- 
ties were well established before 
the county began providing recre- 
ational services and taxing to pay 
for them. City taxes fund most 
of the city expenses. While the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commisison (M- 
NCPPC) provides limited funding 
for a few city activities, council 
believes the amount is not com- 
mensurate with the amount of 
taxes city residents pay to the 
county for recreation. Council 
therefore seeks an increased level 
of funding aid from M-NCPPC. 

Fire Station 

The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad is 
currently housed in a city-owned 
building originally built in 1961. 
The department has outgrown the 
building and its two subsequent 
additions. Nor is the building 
well-located to serve all city 
residents. A new station is de- 
sired in the vicinity of Greenbelt 
Road and Southway. Acquisition 
of a suitable site would be the 
first step towards building a new 
facility. Currently the project is 
included in the county’s Capital 
Improvement Program with an al- 
location of $100,000. Additional 
funding allocation is needed. 

Other Issues 

The council expressed its con- 
cern over expected cutbacks in 
state and county budgets as a 
result of the economic slowdown. 
The city would like to receive 
early alerts as to reductions that 
would impact upon the city and 
hopes that such cutbacks would 
be minimal. 

Opposition to the extension or 
widening of Kenilworth Avenue 
was reiterated by the council 
even though such a project is on 
the Maryland Consolidated Trans- 
portation Program and is near the 
top of the county’s road project 
priority list. Council prefers 1m- 
provements to US 1. 

Council again expressed its 
support for the construction of 
a Purple Line cross-county light 
rail line and opposition to con- 
struction of the Intercounty Con- 


nector. 

Council urged legislation to 
prohibit gas stations now hold- 
ing liquor licenses at their con- 
venience stores from being able 
to transfer these licenses to any 
other gas station or owner. 

Council would also like to see 
enabling legislation to require 
contribution and expenditure dis- 
closure on individuals or groups 
circulating petitions. 

Other matters noted were: ad- 
ditional funding for noise bar- 
riers along main highways; full 
funding of the Thorton Plan for 
education; creation of a contain- 
er deposit program; permission 
for municipalities to pool their 
residents with those of other mu- 
nicipalities to obtain better bulk 
electricity rates; increased penal- 
ties for violating red lights when 
enforced by use of cameras and 
better coordination of transporta- 
tion services to avoid duplication 
and improve marketing.

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Museum Curator Enjoys Varied Duties

Megan Searing Young says 
her new job as curator and direc- 
tor of historical programs for the 
Greenbelt Museum is a perfect 
intersection of her experience and 
interests. 

Young says she has always 
had an avid interest in things and 
how people use them. 

“T was always interested in 
early 20th century history,” she 
said. “My focus was first on the 
visual arts, then I became more 
interested in social history. The 
study of the history of decorative 
arts allowed me to combine the 
two. Instead of studying just the 
painting, you are studying the 
whole room in which the painting 
hangs. When a painting is hung 
in a room, I wonder who bought 
it?) Who could have owned it? 
What does it mean to them? I 
am also interested in the design 
of things.” 

Young’s day-to-day duties are 
different every day. She is re- 
sponsible for operation of the 
city’s museum that focuses on 
the history of the Depression, the 
New Deal and the establishment 
and ongoing evolution of the 
“sreen town” that is Greenbelt. 

She oversees installation of 
exhibitions and operation of the 
house museum. In addition she 


manages the museum’s collection 
and plans public programming, 
including walking tours and a bi-

monthly museum lecture series. 

Young also served as National 
Endowment for the Humanities 
education/volunteer coordinator 
for the museum from January 
2007 to August 2008. 

The museum, which is open 
on Sundays from | to 5 p.m., 
serves as an information clear- 
inghouse about the history of 
Greenbelt. 

Young has a bachelor’s de- 
gree in art history from Johns 
Hopkins’s University in Baltimore 
and a master’s degree in the his- 
tory of decorative arts from the 
Cooper-Hewitt, National Design 
Museum, Smithsonian Institution 
and Parsons School of Design in 
Washington, D.C. In addition, 
she has held jobs and internships 
at a variety of cultural organiza- 
tions. 

Prior to employment with the 


Greenbelt Museum, Young had 
been involved with the museum 
for several years. She gave two 
talks as part of the museum’s 
lecture series, lent artifacts for 
exhibitions and served as a con- 
sultant on the museum exhibition 
“Living the Healthy Life.” 
Future Plans 

Young is making plans for the 
future of the museum. Under 
the tenure of her predecessor, 
museum curator Jill St. John, the 
museum was awarded several 
grants by the Maryland Historical 
Trust, the Maryland Humanities 
Council, the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Foundation and the City of 
Greenbelt. These grants will help 
fund the remaking of the muse- 
um’s 10-minute orientation film 
shown to each visitor. The first 
film was made 20 years ago. 

Young says she would like to 
work more with local schools. She 
invites everyone to visit the mu- 
seum, which has a devoted, highly 
trained group of volunteers. 

She advises those interested in 
pursuing a career as a curator to 
“learn as much as possible about 
the history of the era you are 
interested in. Volunteer. Talk to 
people. Enroll in museum study 
programs to get training.” 

Young is a Washington, D.C., 
native. She grew up in Cheverly 
and currently lives with her hus- 
band and two daughters in a row 
house built in 1915 in the Mount 
Pleasant neighborhood.

pared to 15 percent nationally. At 
24 percent, Greenbelt has almost 
twice as many foreign born as the 
nation’s population as a whole. 

Fewer Greenbelters are married 
than is the case nationally. For 
males over 25, only 40 percent of 
Greenbelters are now married and 
not separated and for females, only 
32 percent. This compares to the 
national figures of 53 percent for 
men and 48 percent for women. 

Economic Characteristics 

Of those over age 15, 77 per- 
cent in Greenbelt are in the labor 
force. Nationally the figure is 65 
percent. It takes Greenbelters an 
average of 32.3 minutes to get to 
work, a little longer than the 25.1 
minutes average nationally. 

The estimated median household 
income in Greenbelt is $59,261 
as compared to $50,007 nation- 
ally. The median family income 
is $75,840, well above the national 
estimate of $60,374. Greenbelt’s 
per capita income is $32,120 com- 
pared to a national average estimate

of $26,178. 

Eight percent of Greenbelt indi- 
viduals and 4 percent of Greenbelt 
families fall below the poverty 
level. Nationally it was 13 percent 
and 10 percent respectively. 

Housing Characteristics 

Ninety-three percent of Green- 
belt’s estimated 10,237 housing 
units were estimated to be occu- 
pied at mid-decade. For the nation 
it was 88 percent. Of those oc- 
cupied, 52 percent were estimated 
to be owner occupied and the rest 
rentals. Nationally, 67 percent of 
occupied units were owner oc- 
cupied. 

The median value of owner- 
occupied homes in Greenbelt was 
estimated to be $227,000 as com- 
pared to $181,000 for the na- 
tion. The median monthly owner 
costs for those with a mortgage in 
Greenbelt was only slightly more 
than for those surveyed nationally 
($1,483 vs. $1,427). Inexplicably, 
however, the average monthly own- 
er costs for those without mortgages 
was significantly higher than the 
national average ($584 vs. $402).

City Council met with SHA planners on July 21 reiterating the 
city’s longstanding opposition to the widening of Md. 201 and 
its northward extension to meet the ICC. 

At council’s request the Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
considered the alternatives, finding all of them deficient but 
choosing the best of the build alternatives (the widening of US 
Route 1 from Sunnyside to Domer Street in Laurel) as its start- 
ing point for creating an improved alternative with more focus 
on bicycle lanes and roundabouts. 

Council generally approved the APB recommendations. 


New Deal Cafe Survives 

The New Deal Café, a cooperative venture founded in 1995, 
was in dire straits by 2008. Problems were numerous and it 
desperately needed a manager. Enter Chef Karim Kmaida, 
formerly executive chef with Lebanese Taverna, and his wife, 
Maria Almeida, who agreed to finance a state-of-the-art kitchen, 
with Café General Contractor Bill Wilkerson and volunteers 
staffing the installation. The board worked out a long-term 
lease, with Kmaida running the restaurant. After several 
months of renovating, cleaning and organizing, the New Deal 
Café opened with a Middle Eastern menu. By year’s end, lo- 
cal residents were enjoying good food and diverse music at 
the cafe. 


Spellman Overpass 

Following several crime incidents near the Gladys Spell- 
man pedestrian overpass of the Balttmore-Washington Parkway 
council heard an eight-step plan to improve public safety and 
listened to citizen comments on January 22. On February 11 
council approved a modified plan based on advisory board 
recommendations to increase police presence, improve main- 
tenance, relocate the Spellman dedication monument, provide 
education and outreach to neighbors concerning problems and 
install a call box and two security cameras. 

At year end, the cameras and call box were still not installed 
but staff expected work to be completed in January. 


Visioning 

In January the city sponsored three visioning sessions — one 
each in Springhill Lake, Greenbelt Center and Greenbelt East, 
inviting residents to brainstorm on how to make the city better. 
Major city officials were note-takers for the 40-minute topic 
sessions led by junior employees or citizen volunteer board 
members. Over a more than three-hour period at each session, 
participants engaged in a variety of topics dealing with city de- 
partments and their projected responsibilities and opportunities 
within a projected quarter-century time frame. By years’ end 
the city had not yet reported back. 


Historical Society Library 

Two long-unused rooms on the lower level of the Greenbelt 
Library became the new home this year of the Frederick S. 
DeMarr Library of County History, a facility operated by the 
Prince George’s County Historical Society and named for its 
late founder. Before the May 31 grand opening, the facility 
was freshly painted, carpeted and equipped with shelves along 
the wall for the more than 5,000 books in the collection. The 
library is open regularly on Saturday afternoons and at other 
times by appointment. 


News Review Online 

The News Review became available online through the city’s 
website in February. Technology students from the University 
of Baltimore planned to develop a new website for the paper 
and conducted a survey of readers to determine needs and 
interests. The survey showed that many readers rely on the 
Greenbelt News Review for local information. The redesigned 
website is still under construction. Archives from January 17, 
2002 through the end of 2007 are available and searchable 
online at www.greenbeltnewsreview.com.
